; adequate  stocks,  were  accumulated  and  distrib- 
uted. The  fact  and  the  manner  of  Oermtjpys 
occiipatlon  of  Rumania  are  evidence  that  those 
sf-  rk-  are  becoming  exhausted  alter  the  (.cam- 
paigns of  the  Summer  and  Autumn  The  'ailing 
off  of  air  attacks  on  this  country,  and  the  u.«»c 
of  fighters  instead  of  bombers,  point  to  the  amc 
conclusion.  If  Germany,  by  her  actions,  indicates 
her  need  for  Rumanian  oil  It  is  unwise  tor  us 
to  say  she  Is  welcome  lo  it  because  ft  is  poor  oil, 
the  output  has  been  declining,  and  the  amount 
is  not  much  anyway.

MGBlttZATItrr  or  RESOrRCES 


When  coUKriptlon  was  decreed  by  Parliament, 
a measure  of  moblUzallon  for  military  purposes 
was  decided  upon  which  had  as  its  basis  thirty 
days'  training  annually.  It  was  the  intention 
that,  in  addition,  those  called  by  age  groups 
should  be  given  continuous  military  instruction. 
The  Istter  propasal  seems  to  have  gone  by  the 
board,  and  moreover,  the  military  authorities  do 
not.  even  now.  know  where  they  stand.  The 
fault  lies  with  Ottawa,  it  has  given  no  intima- 
tion of  what  is  meant  by  what  it  caiis  thc-mobi* 
llzation  of  the  country's  man  power.  In  tact,  that 
moblUzallon  Is,  as  yet.  little  more  than  a 'gesture. 
So  far  as  it  has  added  to  the  country's  military 
or  industrial  strength  it  might  as  well  not  exist. 
This  despite  the  fact  that  the  Prime  Minister 
urged  the  speedy  pa.s.sage  of  (he  legislation  on  the 
ground  that  the  Government  desired  to  act  with- 
out delay.  U was  taken  for  granted  that  the 
mobilisation  of  man  power  meant  a great  deal 
more  than  the  superficial  training  of  age  groups 
during  a thlrty«-day  period.  This  Is  explained  by 
the  following  excerpts  regarding  what  was  the 
realization  at  the  time  conscription  was  being 
considered  by  Parliament 

A Canadian  Press  dispatch  on  July  5.  1940, 
said:  "In  addition  to  spending  a month  m ramp, 
the  draftees  wiU  undergo  training  during  the 
evenings  throughout  the  year  as  militia  men  do  i 
In  war  and  peace.  They  will  be  liable  to  be  called  | 
Into  arlive  service  In  Canada  In  ro.se  of  need,  but , 
not  to  service  overseas  except  when  they  volun-  , 
tfcr  for  such  service.  Tlie  men  called  up  under  ' 
the  compulsory  scheme  will  have  the  same  status 
and  duties  as  the  members  of  the  non-permanent 
active  militia." 

A dispatch  to  The  Colonist  from  Its  special 
corre.spondent  at  Ottawa  on  July  13,  1940,  sold: 
"Once  called  up,  every  man  will  be  posted  to  (he 
miiitia  reserve,  and  will  be  on  Instant  call,  either 
for  duty  in  case  of  disorder  or  for  military  service 
anywhere  In  Canada.

Tlie  statement^  followed  ,|v'<  ,;h- 
tton  ba.sed  on  his'Veference.v  to  gaso- 
line before  the  Dominton-Provincial 
conference  and  expressions  6f  alarm 
lest  rationing  Injure  .the  tourist 
business. 

Mr.  Isley's  .^tatemenl  follows:
